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A WARROW ESCAPE.

Yesterday, morning, at 7 o'clock, as 


tie shift was being changed at the 
Yellow Yacket shaft, ten men had a 
marrow escape from death. These 
men got on board the small skip at the 
2300 station, to go to the bottom of 
the shaft. They had gone buta short 
distance before the eccentrics of the 
donkey engine broke, when the skip, 
with its living freight, started for the 
bottom at lightning speed. 

P. McCarty, the engineer, took in 
the situation at a glance. He knew 
that the descending skip must be 
sto , or all on rd would be 
dashed to pieces at the bottom of the 
shaft. He instantly seized a heavy 
plank, the end of which he thrust be- 
tween the pinion shaft and the reel or 
drum, from which the cable was pay- 
ing off. By hauling down on the end 
of the plank it acted asa brake, and 
finally brought the skip to a stand, 
when it was within twenty feet of the 
bottom of the shaft. The drum was 
revolving at lightning speed when the 
plank was first introduced, and the 
friction produced streams of fire and 
smoke. : 

To thrust the plank into the rapidly 


revolving machinery, was a dangerous | 


experiment, and might have cost Mr. 
McCarty his life, but he got the right 
hold in the start, and held on with 
bull-dog tenacity. _To do the right 
thing, as he did, just at the right mo- 
ment, required great quickness of 
thought. The plank, the place where 
it was to be inserted, and how it was 
to be used, must all have been thought 
out in a single instant. 

During the descent of the skip, one 
man leaped from it and caught the 
bell rope, holding to which he man- 
aged to swing himself to a wall plate. 
Another jumped and caught a wall 

late, but lost his hold and fell, but 
in falling caught a rod passing hori- 
zentally between the sinking guides, 
some ten feet over the skip, where he 
held on until it stopped. Thus it will 
be seen that this man did some lively 
traveling. He got off the skip, and 
not finding a good landing on the wall 
plate, he went down until he ever- 
took the skip, when he got aboard of 
it at the point which seemed most 


convenient. 


Aside from a severe shaking up and 
a bad scare, the men all came out of 
the scrape about as sound as when they 
got into it.

It seems from correspondence from 
East India, that agriculturists there 
are noticing the effect of water ab- 
sorption by deeply cultivated land, 
and its consequent ability tc main- 
tain vegetation, while shallow worked 
soil became parched and barren. 
Thus, in India as here, the question of 
substituting cultivation for. irrigation 
is engaging the attention of the peo- 
ple. A writerin the Lendon Agri- 
cultural Gazette maintains the affirma- 
tive of the proposition.

evil in California the remedy is to re-. 


form the laws, not the abuse of honest 
men, whose ouly offence is the posses- 
sion of land fairly acquired, and made 
to add by its cultivation to the world’s 
stock of actual wealth.
